delayed too long. The way a clerk is 
“turned down“ in the Navy Depart- 
ment is for every other clerk to snub 
him or her on every occasion, and make 
official life so unendurable that resigna- 
tion. or petition for transfer becomes 
imperative.

Population—The Voters.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Statistics 
received at the Indian Bureau show 
that 30,000 Indians are now engaged in 
farming, stockraising and other civi- 
lized pursuits. During the year they 
raised over 1,317,000 bushels of corn and 
other grain and vegetables in propor- 
tion. They own 206,000 head of cattle 
and 1,284,000 sheep. About 22,000 Indians 
voted at the last election. It is esti- 
mated that 30,000 out of the total In- 
dian population of 247,000 are church 
members. Out of the 247,000, 189,000 are 
self-supporting, and 35,000 pay taxes.

The Judge’s Daughter Caused a be- 

sire on the Part of Judge Hast- 

inge’s Daughter for Vengeance, 
Which Has Been Gratified. _ 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8.—(Special 
Dispatch.) There are some amusing 
sequels of Judge McKinstry’s forced 
retirement from the presidency: of 
Hastings Law College. It seems that 
the Judge, who had been the head of 
the institution almost since its founda- 
tion, owes his downfall mainly to one 
woman, Mrs. Catherwood, daughter of 
the late Judge Hastings, founder of the 


college. Through some oversight: last 


year, McKinstry’s daughter failed to 
attend a party given by Mrs. Cather- 
wood,.to which she had received spe- 
cial invitation. This caused a cool- 
ness which was aggravated by Miss 
McKinstry’s fondness for the sister of 
Mrs. Catherwood; whom the latter did 
not like. Then, recently; Miss McKins- 
try gave a party to which she failed 
to invite Mrs, Catherwood. So the lat- 
ter swore to be revenged, and now she 
has McKinstry’s scalp to show her 
vengeance. 

It is not often that five directors of 
an institution want to be president, but 
that is the situation with Hastings 
College. Those directors are: Oliver 
P. Evans, Thomas B. Bishop, Robert 
Y. Hayne, Henry S. Foote; W. W. Cope 


and ex-Judge Thornton, all prominent 


lawyers, but none would refuse the 
honor of the place and the salary is 
$5000 a year.

Two Ships Sunk in a 
Collision. 
The Prince Oscar Meets an Un- 
known Gal. 
Entire dw of L atter 
Six of the Former’s Men 


Seventeen Survivors Are Picked Up 
by the Dhwar After Having 
Been Adrift for Three Days. . 
Story of the Wrecks. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PE DELPHIA, Aug. 8.—The 
ish/ship Prince Oscar from Liverpool, 
Capt. Henderson, collided in mid-ocean 
on July 13 with an unknown sailing 
vessel. Both ships sank in less than 
ten minutes. Six members of the crew 
of the Prince Oscar and all on board 
the unknown vessel were lost. The sur- 
vivors, seventeen in number, were res- 
cued by the ship Dhwar, after being in 
an open boat with neither food nor 
water for three days. They were trans- 
ferred to the steamer Capac from Pisa- 
qua, and brought to this port tonight.

Capt. Hen- 
derson of the Prince Oscar, who was 
below in his berth, rushed on deck just 
in time to discover that his ship was 
also sinking. The pumps were mannei, 
but in less time than it takes to tell it 


hope from that source. Lifeboats were 
ordered cut adrift and the men were told 
to jump and swim for their lives. They 
all went overboard and, with the excep- 


| tion of two unfortunates, reached the 


small boats. 

Capt. Henderson, who was the last 
man to leave the ship, went over in his 
night garments and swam fully two 
miles before he was picked up. Both 
boats hovered about the scene of the 
wreck until daylight, in an effeort to 
rescue the two missing members .of 
the Prince Oscar’s crew, and any mem- 
bers of the crew of the stranger who 
might have been fortunate enough to 
have kept afloat. They found no one, 
however, and nothing to indicate the 
name, home or destination of the 
strange ship. Finally they left the 
scene and headed they knew not ex- 
actly where. 

Four hours later a heavy sea struck

capsized. The occupants, eight in 
number, were thrown into the sea and 
the already over-crowded Graft which 
Capt. Henderson comanded, put 
quickly to the rescue. Théy were suc- 
cessful in getting four of the men on 
board; the rest were drowned. There 
were now seventeen men in the small 
lifeboat, with nothing to eat and noth- 
ing to drink, and barely room to 
stretch their limbs. Toward evening 
of the second day one of the crew dis- 
covered a small case of fish oil stowed 
away in the boat. This was dealt out 
to the survivors in small doses, and 
they used it to moisten their parched 
lips and tongues. Most of the men were 
partially naked, having no time to se- 
cure clothes. 

For three days and three nights they 
floated and just as they were about to 
abandon hope they sighted the ship 
Dharwar from London bound to Mel- 
bourne, They succeeded in attracting 
the attention of those on board and were 
soon on her decks. Four days later 
they were put aboard the Capac for 
this port. All of the survivors still bear 
evidences of the suffering which. they 
endured. Capt. Henderson was reticent, 
preferring not to give the full @stails 
of the disaster until he had reported to 
the British Consul, which official wii be 
asked to institute a naval court of in- 
quiry and hear the full details. of the 
disaster.

A SOCIETY SLANDER. 

Suit Brought Against the Dowager 
Countess Cowley. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, Aug. 8.—A society slander 
case which is attracting a great deal 
of notice was commenced today in the 
Queen’s Bench division of the High

in-law of James A. Jacoby, member of | 


Parliament for the middle division of. 
Derbyshire, Liberal, and president of 
the Nottingham Chamber of Commerce, 
has brought suit for damages against 
the Dowager Countess Cowley, who, it 
is alleged, had charged the plaintiff 
with writing anonymous and obscene 
letters. 

Sir Edward Clarks, Q.C., formerly So- 
licitor-General, on Sehalf of Mrs. Ja- 
coby this morning said that the Jacobys 
up to the year 1893 had been on tue 
best of terms with the families of the 
Duke of Beaufort and other distin- 
guished families, and that about that 
time offensive letters began to be cir- 


culated. These missives were described | 


as being couched in indecent terms and 
as affecting the character of different 
persons in society. The Dowager 
Countess Cowley, added Sir. Edward 
Clark, informed certain people that the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Jacoby, was the author 
of these letters, and, according to 
counsel, the result of the Countess Cow- 
leys’ statements was that the Jacobys 
lost their social position. —

A gentleman who is familiar 
with society in Ross Valley got a 
glimpse of the brooch today and de- 
clared that he recognized it as the 
property of Mrs. Kate Perry, grand- 
mother of Florence Blythe. It is be- 
lieved that all the jewelry stolen was 
hers, but what astonishes the officials 
‘is the sudden change of front on the 
part of people who in the beginning 
were so eager to recover the property. 

It is known that Byrne and Mrs. 
Perry have been warm friends, and it 
is stated that he acted for her in this 
case, and then, fearing misinterpreta- 
tion of his motives, preferred to lose 
the jewelry and not send the thief to 
prison, 

“Jack” Byrne is well known about 
town. He is about 45 years old, just 
the age of Mrs. Perry, who also car- 
ries her years as she does her blonde 
curls, with jaunty ease. Mrs. Perry 
is the widow of the late James Crisp 
Perry, Florence’s grandfather, and was 
his second wife, being many years his 
junior. Mrs. Perry has a contract 
whereby she is to receive 10 per cent. 
of all money Florence Blythe Hinck- 
ley may recover. This, it is thought, 
will give her about $400,000. It was an- 
nounced recently that she had disposed 
of a portion of her interest in the es- 
tate for $20,000, and it is currently re- 
ported that she has already realized 
about $100,000 from the property. A 
year or more ago it was announced 
that Mrs. Perry and Byrne were to be.

THE MASSACRE 


Particulars by One of 
the Survivors. 


Miss Hartiord Forced to Fle 
for Her Life, 
The Chinese Mob 83 


Nine People and Others 
Also Suffer. 


The Bodies of Four Missionaries Are 
Found in a Burned Condition 
Among the Ruins—A Riot at 
Inghok—Late Dispatches, 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—The World will 
print tomorrow a special cablegram 
from Shanghai, China, giving an ac- 
count of the massacre of missionaries 
at Hwa-Sang, written by Miss Mabel C. 
Hartford, one of the survivors of the 
massacre and the only one who wit- 
nessed it. Miss Hartford’s statement is 
as follows: 

“On August 1, 7:30 a.m., I heard 
shouts. They were the yells of servanis 
who rushed in, shouting to me to get 
up, for the Vegetarians were coming, 
tearing down the house on the hill, be- 
longing to the English mission. A few 
minutes later a teacher came to my 
door and told me to run. I got on my 
clothes and rushed to the door. I was 
met by a man with a spear, who yelled, 
‘Here is a foreign woman.“ 

He pointed the weapon at my chest. 
I thrust it te one side and it just grazed 
my ear and head. He threw me to the 
ground and beat me with the wooden 
end of the spear. A servant came and 
wreched it away from him and told me 
to run. I jumped down the embank- 
ment and ran along the road. A ser- 
vant jostled me along until I got up on 
the side of the hill. I then lay down 
there to get some breath. After resting 
twice I reached a secluded spot and la 
there. 

“Ail this time the yells went on, 
and the two houses were burning to 
the ground. After a while the cries 
ceased. I supposed the Vegetarians 
had gone away. A set

“Mr. Phiilips of the English mission 
who lived in a native house some dis- 
tance away, did not receive any injury, 
only arriving in time to see the bodies 
of the dead and hear-the Vegetarians 
say: ‘We have killed all the foreigners.’ 
At first we heard that some foreigners 
had escaped and were in hiding, but 
Mr. Stewart did not come, and we 
feared the worst. Mr. Phillips went to 
the ruins and found eight bodies, five 
not burned, and three burned so as to 
be unrecognizable. 

“Dr. Gregory arrived at dark and 
dressed the wounds of the patients. 
Coffins were made and the bodies were 
put in them. The bodies of the burned 
were put in boxes. Another burned 
body was tound, making nine grown 
people massacred: 

“R. G. STEWART and his wife. 

“A nurse from Ireland called LENA. 

“NELLIE SAUNDERS. 

“TOPSY SAUNDERS of Australia, 
who lived in the upper house, called the 

“BESSIE NEWCOMBE of Ireland. 

“ELIZA MARSHALL. 

“LUCY STEWART of England. 

“ANNIE GORDON of Australia.” 

“The first four were burned beyond 
recognition. Topsy was killed outside. 
Hessie was thrown down the embank- 
ment with her head nearly severed from 
her shoulders. Hannah Gordon's head 
was also nearly cut off. The bodies were 
put in coffins and we left Hwa-Sang for 
Sui-Kow about 4 o’clock Friday after- 
noon, August 2. Herbert died about 
three hours later, just below Coo-Ing. 
We took the body in a chair and had a 
coffin made for it at Sui-Kow. 

We reached Sui-Kow about 8 a.m., 
Saturday and telegraphed to Foo-Chow 
for asteam launch. We left Sui-Kow 
in native boats at 4 p.m. and on Sat- 
urday morning met a steam launch go- 
ing toward Sui-Kow, taking soldiers. 
We engaged it to tow us to Foo-Chow. 
Soon afterward we met the rescuing 
party in a launch. The party consisted 
of the United States Marshal and two 
English missionaries bringing full sup- 
plies for the sufferers. 

*““When I was thrown down my teach- 
er’s wife called on some Hwa-Sang men 
around to save me. There were four 
men there to only one Vegetarian, but 
they would not help me. She tried to 
pull me away as he was beating. The 
‘Vegetarian kicked her. When the Veg- 
etarians who beat me started up the 
hill to come to our house, three others 
with him ran off, so I escaped with 
only one persecutor. There were about 
fifty Vegetarians, but I only saw one. 
The man who attacked me shouted: 
‘Here is a foreign woman.’ He had a 
spear. Some had swords. There was 
at least one gun, for I heard it, fired. 
The natives say there were more. 
Uong, the Ku-Cheng magistrate, came 
to Hwa-Sang Friday afternoon, August 
2, with 100 soldiers. He viewed the 
bodies, saw the injured, inquired the 
names and residences of the injured 
and made out an account. He did what 
he could to help us get off to Sui-Kow.

DR. GREGORY’S ACCOUNT.

[I immediately went 
into the Yamen, where hundreds of ex- 
cited natives had already gathered, 
and requested the district magistrate, 
Wong, to send more soldiers at once to 
Hwa-Sang to protect those still living. 
In half an hour the magistrate sent me 
to Hwa-Sang under an escort of about 
sixty soldiers. 

At 4 o’eclock I left Ku-Cha city 
under an escort of soldiers, arriving at 
Hwa-Sang at 8 o’clock to find that nine 
adults, all British subjects, had been 
murdered, and that all those still alive 
at Hwa-Sang, eight only, had been 
more or less severely injured. 
injured, excepting Mr. Phillips, arrived 
there only two or three days before 
and were lodging at a native house 
some distance from English cottages. 

„On my arrival we made the in- 


jured as comfortable as possible. Miss 


Cordington received a sword-cut ex- 
tending from the left angle of her 
mouth diagonally outward and down- 
ward seven inches long, com- 
pletely dividing the lower lip and ex- 
posing the entire interior maxillary 
bone; one cut on the crown, three 
inches in length and quite down to the 
inner table skull;one cut across the nose 
beneath the right eye, five inches long, 
and another three inches long on. the 
right side of the neck.

„Thirty minutes from the time the 
onslaught commenced not a single Vev- 
etarian was to be seen near the grounds 
of the massacre. After urgent pleading 
and finally commanding, I was able to 
leave Hwa-Sang at 3 o’clock. After trav- 
eling all night I managed to reach Sui- 
kaw at 8 o’clock on the morning of Au- 
gust 3. There was the saddest proces- 


trate had sent runners to Suikaw by 
our orders and had impressed four na- 
tive boats for us. We left for Foo-Chow 
in the afternoorf. On the morning of 
the 4th we met a steam launch taking 
the sub-prefect to Suikaw. I boarded 
her and insisted on the launch towing 
our boats to Foo-Chow, it being neces- 
‘sary to arrive there as soon as possi- 
ble. At noon we were met by Mr. Gibbs; 
who kindly camé in a houseboat to meet 
us, bringing supplies. We arrived at 
the consulate at Foo-Chow, where Con- 
sul Hixson and a large party of friends 
soon had the injured comfortably rest- 
ing. ; 

When the question is raised as to 
the cause of the terrible massacre one 
need have no doubt that the Vegetarians 
were the active participants and that 
the local and provincial authorities were 
directly implicated in the crime seems 
certain. The members have been grow- 
ing bolder in their threats and acts as 
the months have passed. Early in June 
last several hundred attacked a vil- 
lage near Kutpeng and killed and 
wounded several natives not Christians. 
This was never punished. The Viceroy 
sent to Ku-Chang a small force of 200 
soldiers to assist the local authorities 
in settling with several thousand deter- 
mined savages. It was a mere farce and 
the legal officers were unable to do any- 
thine, but they criminally failed to 
promptly demand reinforcements. from 
the viceroy. 

„It is obvious to all who looked into 
the matter that the Chinese have been 
encouraged to take foreigners’ prop- 
erty in this province. Just as long as 
the foreign powers are satisfied with 
the barbarous destruction of life, just 
so long will China fail to govern her 


people.

The latest dis- 
patches give alarming. reports of out- 
breaks in new quarters, but no addi- 
tional information could be given by 
them beyond locating the scenes of the 
trouble and explaining the classes in- 
volved. The places mentioned are eas- 
fly accessible, and are near the large 
cities of Amoy and Shanghai. It will 
be much easier to reach them than the 
inaccessible places where the first up- 
risings occurred. 

it is said that the military forces will 
not be sent from Peking or other large 
cities, as there are garrisons near at 
hand, under the direction of the Gov- 
ernor:General of the provinces. There 
is telegraph communication between 
the authorities at Peking and these pro- 
vinces, so that there need be no delay in 
putting into effect such strong mili- 
tary policy.as China may adopt. 

The Vegetarian fanatics, who are 
causing the outbreak, are a secret polit- 
ical order. They claim to be a relig- 
ious seet, but in reality they stand to 
China as the Nihilists do to Russia. 
They have long been seeking to over- 
throw the Peking government, and it 
is the belief that their main purpose at 
present is not directed against Chris- 
tians, but is intended to embroil the 
government with foreign countries and 
thus lead to the embarrassment, and 
if possible, overthrow of the present 
Peking authorities. For this reason it 
is belteved that the central government 
will use all its resources to suppress the 
Vegetarians, not only in response to for- 
eign demand, but as a measure of self- 
protection. The Vegetarians get their 
name from the fact that they live 
wholly on vegetables, denying them- 
selves all flesh food. They are mainly 
Buddhists, for the central government 
allowg Buddhism, Confucianism and 
one other religion to flourish, and there 
3 no «lear line of demarkation between 
them.

A STEAMER LOST. 


| The Fate of the Passengers and the 


Crew Unknown. 

SIDNEY N. S. W.,) Aug. 8.—A boat’s 
crew of Chinese landed at Forester re- 
ports that the British steamer Catter- 
hun, from Hong-Kong, May 27, for Aus- 
tralian ports, was wrecked yesterday 
evening. The fate of the remainder of 
the crew and passengers is unknown. 

The steamship,it appears, was wrecked 
on seal rocks off Cape Hawk yesterday 
morning during a gale. The passen- 
gers, who numbered seventy, of whom 
fifty-five are Chinese, were asleep when 
the ship grounded. Only three Euro- 
pean passengers and the second mate 
were saved. Others are missing, but it 
is believed possible that they succeeded 
in taking to the boats that were after- 
ward blown out to sea and may be 
heard from later. | 

A tug returned from the scene of the 
wreck of the British steamer Catter- 
thun and saved some of the passengers 
and crew. There is now little doubt that 
sixty persons wer drowned, of whcm 
forty-six were Chinese. Second Officer 
Langfar, who had the watch on deck st 
the time of the disaster, states that the 
night was very dark. Suddenly the 
steamer experienced a terrific shock and 
foundered a few minutes afterward. The 
Chinese made a rush for the boats, but 
only one boatload reached the shore. 
The missing passengers inclued thirty 
women.

His Failing Health Overtaxea by’ 
His Recent Hard Work at 

Waskiagtes, 


The Dread’ Disease Consumption 
Ends His Life After Four 
Tears Progress, 


in the Public Press—Sketch 
of His Career.

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRZSS REPORT.) — 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) Aug. 8—The 
Hon. Howell Edmunds Jackson, Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, died at his resi- 
dence at West Meade, six miles west 
of this city, this afternoon, in the. 
sixty-fourth year of his age, of con- 
sumption. 

Judge Jackson had been in falling 
health for the past four years, but it 
has been only in the past eight or 
nine months that the progress of the 
disease began to cause his family 
and friends uneasiness. Last year he 
went on a lengthy trip to the far West 
ing search of health. Later he went 
to Thomasville, Tenn., where it was 
hoped that the mild and bracing cli- 
mate would restore his once vigorous 
constitution. The trip did him little 
good, and after a time he was brought 
home. At his old home Judge Jack- 
son seemed to improve slightly, until 
he went to Washington to sit in the 
second ‘hearing of the income-tax case. 
He stood that trip fairly well, but 
after his return home appeared to lose 
strength rapidly. Nevertheless, Judge 
Jackson never took to his bed until last 
‘Wednesday week. Since that time his 
family and friends feared that the end 
was near, and his death today was not 
unexpected. 

Judge Jackson was twice married, 
the first time to Miss Sophia Mallory, 
daughter of David B. Mallory, a banker 
of Memphis, who died in 1873. To this 
union were born three children, as fol- 
lows: Henry, William R. and Howell 
Jackson. Henry Jackson is at present 
soliciting freight agent of the Southern 
Railway, with headquarters at Atlanta. 
William R. Jackson is attorney 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway 
at Cincinnati. Howell E. Jackson is 
manager of the Jackson Cotton Mills 
at Jackson, Tenn. In 1876 Judge Jack-

son married Miss Mary E. Harding, 
daughter of Gen. William G. Harding. 
Of this union, three children survive, 
Misses Elizabeth and Louise Jackson 
and Harding A. Jackson. With the 
exception of Miss Elizabeth Jackson 
and William H. Jackson, Jr., who are 
in Europe, the children were at his 
‘bedside when he died. 

The news of Judge Jackson’s death 
caused general sorrow in this city, 
where he was so well known and ad- 
mired. The arrangements for the fun-

The last time Justice Jackson was in 
Washington was on the occasion of the 
rehearing in the income-tax cases last 
May. He had been absent from the 
city and from the bench since the pre- 
ceding fall, when, soon after the con- 
vening of the October term of the 
court, he had been compelled to go 
South on account of his rapidly de- 
lining health. During his absence 
there had been contradictory reports 
as to his physical condition, but the 
prevailing opinion among his col- 
leagues on the bench was that he would 
never again be able to resume his 
seat. Mr. Jackson had the reputation 
in this city, and especially about the 
Supreme Court, of being very sensi- 
tive concerning the discussion of his 
health in the public press and he re- 
ferred to the subject very sparingly in- 
his own conversation. The other 
members of the court were therefore 
poorly advised as to his condition. 
This state of affairs is said to have been 
the reason for the equivocal character 
of the announcement of the decision to 
grant a rehearing in the income-tax 
cases, which of necessity depended 
upon Judge Jackson’s presence. 

He was in Washington on the occa- 
sion of the rehearing for several days 
and gave his attention assiduously to: 
the income-tax cases. He sat through 
the argument, which continued for 
three days, took part in the consulta- 
tion of the court and when. the day 
arrived for the announcement of the 
decision, not only listened patiently to 


the opinions of most of the other mem- 


bers of the court, but delivered a vigor- 
ous opinion of his own in support ofthe 
validity of the law. This occurred on 
May 20, and was his last public appear- 
ance. He returned to his home in 
Tennessee late in May. When Judge 
Jackson was here on this occasion it 
was evident to all who came in con- 
tact with him that life was slowly but 
surely ebbing away, and that the effort 
he made in performing his duties in 
that emergency was made at the ex- 
pense of his vitality. | 

As Senator and Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, Mr. Jackson had resided 
in Washington about eight years. His 
associates here were confined largely to 


colleagues on the bench and in the Sen- 


ate chamber. By them he was uni- 
versally esteemed as a man of high 
moral worth and rich intellectual at- 
tainments as was evidenced in nothing 
so much as in his appointment to the 
Supreme bench by

a. Democrat. 


SKETCH OF HIS LIFE... 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Howell Ed- 
munds Jackson was born in Paris, 
Tenn. on April 8.

Justice Jackson was a 
classical scholar, gra@uating from the 
West Tennessee College in 1848. He 
studied law for two years at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and in Jackson, un- 
der his kinsmen, Judges A. W. Totten 
and Milton Brown.

The Exiled Negroes Are to be Called 

‘Back to Work.

SPRING VALLEY (III.,) Aug. 8.—The 
‘trouble in this city sems to be at an end. 
All shafts blew for work this evening. 
George Schilling, secretary of the State 
Labor Bureau, spent some time among 
the colored people at Seatonville and 
came into the city this evening at attend 
a miners’ meeting. He stated at the 
meeting that he was here for the Goy- 
ernor and would not leave until the 
trouble was settled. 
The miners at today’s meeting re- 
adopted the resolution of yesterday. 
After this meeting Schilling held a con- 
ference with General Manager Dalzell 
and it Was agreed to start the mines in 
the morning. Mayor Delmago today 
swore in fifty conservators of the peace 
to be ready in case of emergency. In 
all likelihood Manager Dalzell will bring 
in the exfled negroes tomorrow and set 
them to work, The Mayor says he will 
protect them. 

S. Buckner of Chicago, the colored 
legislator, who announced in Springfield 
on Tuesday night that the bodies of 
thirty-four of his people had been found 
in the Woods around here, arrived to- 
day from Seatonville. Soon after he 
sent a message to the Governor, saying: 
“You must send troops here at once. 
The Mayor will not furnish any safe 
protection’ to the colored people and 
they demand that you take the matter 
in hand.“ 

Mayor Delmago issued a proclamatiun 
this afternoon calling on the citizens to 
co-operate in maintaining law and or- 
der, particularly after the return of the 
negroes. When the Mayor heard of 
Buckner's message to the Governor, he

H. V. Nolan ot San Francisco, who

“A convention of the association, 
said Mr. Nolan, is to be held in Chi- 
cago in October, and it is to the inter- 
ests of all California manufacturers to 
be represented. This can only be prop- 


| erly done by the organization in cities 


and towns of manufacturers’ clubs, who 
shall choose from their membership in- 
dividual delegates to represent their in- 
terests in the pational body. With the

‘The inquiry for property continues to 
be good, and prices keep up as well as 
during the average winter of the past 


seven years, and this although so large 


a proportion of our citizens are out in 
the country. 

Every one seems to be confident that 
the coming winter will be a very lively 
one in real estate, and there is no dis- 
position. to sell property at anything 
less than the full market price, while a 
good many people refuse to sell even at 
that. In short, anything in the nature 
of a bargain is only to be had just now 
from those who happen to be hard 
pushed for money, and such people are 
by no means as numerous as they have 
been for the past few years, because 
outstanding mortgagés have been 
pretty well cleaned up, and there is 
plenty of money in the banks to loan on 
anything like good security. _ 

THE STREET-RAILWAY BOOM. 
Outside of the building boom, which 
continues in full blast, the most not- 
able feature connected with the real 

estate market today is the remarkable 
- activity in street-railway enterprises. 
There are half a dozen such enterprises 
under way or contemplated in Los An- 
geles, any one of which would have cre- 


ated quite a boom ten years ago, but 
now so much has been done in this di- 
 ‘geetion that they scarcely arouse any 
,.,gomment. In addition to the Hook sys- 
dem, which is now rapidly approaching 


“completion, there is the electric line to 


Santa Monica by way of the Cahuenga, 


work upon which, within the city, is to 
commence immediately after the re- 
grading of Bellevue avenue shall have 
been completed. Then there is the pro- 
ject—concerning which there is à con- 
siderable amount of difference of opin- 
ion as shown by the correspondence in 
The Times—to extend the Hook system 
‘from Pearl street out Eighth street to 


Westlake Park and beyond, where it 
would make a junction with the dummy 


which now runs out to Laurel Can- 
‘yon. This, in turn, would doubtless be 
electrized, and perhaps extended to the 
ocean. Another extension of this same 
system which has been, decided on is in 
@ westerly direction from the south- 
western part of the city, along Forres- 
ter avenue, tapping a section that is 
rapidly building up. The Kuhrts-street 
line on the East Side will soon be open 


to the public. Nothing has been heard 


during the past couple of weeks of the 
roposed electric line to Boyle Heights, 
ut it is understood that the project will 
de carried out very shortly. Then 
there is, the new line to Pasadena along 
the Mission road, for a franchise in 
which direction two parties are com- 
: e It is said that the Hook system 
has the intention of ultimately extend- 
ing to Pasadena also, and probably in 
the other direction to Santa Monica. 


eA m the extremely solid work that has 


been done it may be judged that this 
company will not permanently confine 
its operations to the city limits. 

The effect of these railroad extensions 
in building up the outlying sections of 
the city through which they run is al- 

8 quite marked. That the pro- 
jector of these enterprises will make 
plenty of money in time there can be 
no doubt, although some of the sys- 
tems may not yield large profits for.the 
first year or two. A company with 
ample means can make money by build- 
ing a suburban line in any direction 
out of Los Angeles, provided they go 
about it right. As The Times has fre- 


‘-» quently pointed out, there is a large 


and constant for small subur- 
ban places of from one to five acres on 
part of men who are engaged in the 
city during the day. Such people can, 
however, only manage to live outside 
of the city when the transportation fa- 
cilities are first-class in every respect, 
that is to say, when cars are run early 
and late, and at frequent intervals 
during the day. If a company with 
plenty of money would bond and pur- 
chase lands along the line of their pro- 
route ore saying anything 
about a railroad, they could then, after 
the completion of the line, lay out this 
land in small tracts and sell it off read- 
fly at a profit of 100 per cent., provided 
that they give easy terms of payment. 
Then, by encouraging the building of 
residences on the installment plan, 
they would not only make the land val- 
uable, but also provide passengers for 
their line. 
There is plenty of money to be 


made 
by enterprising men in this direction.

MAIN STREET AGAIN. 
Writing on this subject brings to 
mind the fact that there is an excel- 
lent opening for money making in 
something of the same manner right in 
the heart of the city, on South Main 
street. Reference to this subject has 
deen made so frequently during the 
past year that it may be considered 
ething of a “chestnut,” but it- is 
cult to abstain from expressing sur- 
prise at the fact that no enterprising 
or syndicate have yet 
availed themselves of the rare oppor- 
rtunity which exists to clean up a few 
undred thousand dollars on that thor- 
oughfare below Tenth street. By the 
exercise of a little enterprise and the 
outlay of some money Main street 
might be made once more the chief 
business thoroughfare, as soon as bus- 
iness goes that far to the south. Lots 
can be purchased today at remarkably 
‘low prices on Main between Tenth,and 
Washington. A company with ample 
means, that would bond and purchase 
lots between those streets, then push 
through the three much-needed im- 
provements, namely, the paving. of the 
street, the electrizing of the car line 
and the building of the Tenth-street 
Hotel, would be able to turn over their 
purchases at a very large profit as 
soon as work has been commenced on 
these improvements. | 
However, it seems to be just about as 
useléss to talk to people about the op- 
portunities in South Main street prop- 
erty at $250 a foot as it is to tell of the 
possibilities in North Broadway front- 
age at the same figure. Meantime, the 
coming twelve months will probably de- 
cide whether the main business section 
of the next fifteen years or so will be 
along South Main street, or around Cen-

Since the work 
has been undertaken, the city has em- 
ployed two experts and a chemist to ex- 
amine all the material which the com- 
pany will put down, and will take pains 
to make the company live up to ifs con- 
tract. The company has evinced no de- 
Sire to do other than live up to its con- 
tract; but the impression has got 
abroad that they have taken the job too 
cheap, and that they would not unwil- 
lingly get out of it if they could. What 
the effect of this will be, in the line of 
anything favorable to those people on 
Main who are opposing this improve- 
ment is hard to see. Certainly the work 
will go on, in some kind of shape, at 
some time. If the proceedings in this 
instance are not regular, they will be 
made so in the next proceeding; and 
the only advantage that can accrue to 
the objectors is delay, and this at great 
cost, through the expenses which will 
inevitably accrue through such proceed- 
ings as these.“ Sat 

SOUTH LOS ANGELES. 

This section continues to fill up in a 
manner that is astonishing to those 
who have not been down there for 
some time. New houses are being. 
erected every day. Plans have been 
prepared for one of the finest houses 
in the city which will be erected by 
Dr. Gosewisch, who recently came ftom 
Missouri, upon six lots he has pur- 
chased at the corner of Adams and 
Stanford avenue. Theplansshowa hand- 
some residence, with large rooms, the 
reception-hall being 22x40 feet. The total 
cost of the building will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000.

The success which has attended the 
Adams-street tract has induced the 
owner of a piece of property further 
south to subdivide it and place it on 
the market.

_. THE OIL BUSINBSS. | 

It is impossible to write an intelli- 
gent review of the local real estate 
market without referring from time to 
time to the oil business, which con- 
tinues from week to week to exert 
greater influence on values through- 
out a considerable section of the city. 
The oil developments of the past ten 
days have been the most important 
that have been made since oil was first 
struck. These developments consist in 
te discovery of a lighter and more 
valuable grade of oil, and in the strik-

ing of wells which, while not altogether |. 


flowing wells in the Eastern. sense of 
the term, still come very near to it, 
gushing out large quantities of oil dur- 
ing a portion of the day and yielding 
a much greater quantity than in wells 
previously sunk. Hitherto a thirty- 
barrel well has been considered an ex- 
cellent strike, but several of the wells 
that have been recently completed ure 
yielding at the rate of over one hundred 
barrels a day. These wells are gener- 
ally northwest and northeast of the 
point where the first wells were bored. 

As may naturally be supposed, own- 
ers of property in the neighborhood of 
these wells are not over anxious to sell 
at prices that have prevailed during 
the past few months. A lot upon which 
there is a prospect of striking a daily 
flow of 200 barrels of high-priced cil fit 
for lubricating is a very different thing 
from a lot where the best outlook is 


for a thirty-barrel well of oil that is 


half-aspbaltum. Since the recent dis- 
coveries a good many of those people 
who were formerly kicking about. the 
oil business as a nuisance have begun 
to come around, and some of them are 
even talking about sinking for oil them- 
selves, or leasing their property to 
others who will do so. It is evident 
that a well such as those recently de- 
veloped will pay good interest on a 
very much larger sum than is repre- 


sented by the value of the most ex- 


pensive improvements in that section. 
The oil men are very cautious about 
working into unknown territory, where 
there is danger of finding a dry 
hole, but the derricks are gradually 
being extended a little from week to 
week, and the idea is gaining ground 
that the belt in which the oil is now 
found extends in a northeasterly and 
southwesterly direction—rather more 
east than northeast. There are some 
who believe that the section bounded 
by Figueroa, Pearl, First and Belle- 
vue is underlaid by a basin of oil. This 
section is well built up, and contains a. 
number good improvements, Beyond 
that section, on the north, there is 
a wide expanse of territory, where 
there are very few improvements. This 
would be a good field for some enter- 
prising borers to prospect in, as land 
can be had there at quite a reason- 
able price, and there would be litfle 
complaint, as the winds would carry 
any smoke and odor off toward. the 
river and the Arroyo Seco. f 
It is fortunate that so far the oil 
belt appears to extend through a sec- 
tion of the city where expensive im- 
provements are few and far between. 
So far, there has been nothing to en- 
courage a belief that oil in paying 
quantities is to be found at any dis- 
tance south of First street. Several 
wells bored in that section have been 
unsuccessful, or have encountered 80 
much water as to have discouraged 
drillers, It will not be long before the 
area of the local field is defined with 
considerable accuracy, as many East- 
ern oll men are coming to Los Angeles, 
‘and there is a good prospect that the 
field will be tested in a thoroughly 
businesslike manner by men who have 
spent the best part of their lives in the 
industry. The sooner this can be done

New York is taking steps to establish 
a first-class botanical garden, referring 
to which Garden and Forest, published 
in that city, says: 

“The managers of the New York Bot- 
anical Garden have received by sub- 
scription the fund of $250,000 which it 
was necessary to raise in order to se- 
cure the appfopriation of 250 acres of 
land in one of the parks forth of the 
Harlem River, andathe erection of 
buildings there by the city. Prof. Brit- 
ton, who is secretary of the board of 
managers, has written a circular letter 
calling the attention of the public to 
the fact that the original plan of secur- 
ing half a million dollars or more as an 
endowment has not been abandoned, 
and that it is their desire to enlist pop- 
ular interest in the enterprise and to re- 
ceive pecuniary aid from any source. 
He adds that the development of the 
garden, after the grounds are laid out 
and the buildings are completed, will re- 
quire a large annual income for many 
years, and since it is expected that this 
income will be derived mainly from the 
nvestment of the money contributed, 
there will be use for all that can be 
raised, and subscriptions of any amount 


Prof. Britton does well to emphasize, 
the fact that there will be use for all 
the money that can be obtained, if we 
assume that New York is to have a gar- 
den worthy of its rank as chief city of 
the New World. The Royal Botanic 
Gardens at Kew, which are recognized 
as the leading institution of this kind 
in the world, cost 380,000 a year, al- 
though the botanic garden proper cov- 
ers only seventy acres, and the labor 
employed can be secured at half the 
amount it costs here, while all supplies 
are correspondingly cheap.. The income 
from $250,000 will cover but a small 
fraction of the expense of such a gare 
den as we hope to see in this city; but 
there must be a inning to all things, 
and the men who have subscribed this 
amount will be gratefully remembered 
by the city for their liberality and pub- 
lic spirit. The large sum already given 
proves that the men who have contrib- 
uted to it are thoroughly in éarnest, and 
that it will be their aim to build up in 
the city a great scientific establishment; 
and if they have clear and correct ideas 
as to what such: an establishment 
should be there ate among its incor- 
porators enough men of administrative 
force to carry it forward to a successful 
future.

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 7.-—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) While the people of this 
city are earnestly trying to, get to- 
gether” and agree upon a plan for ac- 
quiring a much-needed municipal water 
system they are constantly pestered by 
the efforts of the boomers of the fake 
Railroad Men's Railroad to place this 
fake scheme before the public to the ex- 
clusion of the question most needful of 
solution for San Diego’s welfare.

Habeas Corpus Proceedings do

RIVERSIDE, Aug. 8.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Sheriff Stiles of Sidney, 
Iowa, is on the Coast, and will be in 
Riverside tomorrow.

in that section as Bert Devidson, who 
is held in the Riverside jail for a mur- 
der committed last September, and who 
was arrested by the local officers sev- 
eral days ago. Officer John Baird, who 
worked up the case here, and with 
others arrested Davidson, today re- 
celved a letter from the City Marshal 
at Hamburg, Iowa, near which place 
the murder was committed September 
28, 1894. Mell Donnelly, a horse-trader 
with whom Davidson was traveling, 
was the victim. Davidson shot Don- 
nelly twice and struck him three times 
with an ax. He then dragged him into 
the willows, and buried him there. 
This was about 10 o'clock at night. 
Davidson then took the horses, eleven 
in number, drove them off about four 
miles and tied ten of them in the 
brush, and took the other and rode 
away. A reward of $300 for the arrest 
and conviction of Davidson is offered 
by the Governor of Iowa. Sheriff Stiles 
starts east Friday. . 

WHERE'S THE SHERIFF? -

THE LITTLE CHILDREN. 
Society for Rescuing Neglected and 
Destitute Children. 


The Children’s Home Society was or- 
ganized in this State two years ago, 
and under the personal care of Rev. 
John Waldo Ellis, the State Superin- 
tendent, assisted by the board of man- 
agers, is doing a noble work in rescu- 
ing homeless and uncared-for children 
and placing them in good homes. The 
home was at Garvanza until last April, 
when it was removed to a pleasant, 
comfortable house, No. 228 West Twen- 
ty-fifth street. 

Aid has never been asked of the 
State, and the institution is supported 
entirely by voluntary subscriptions 
and donations. Incorporation papers 
have been taken out for the purpose of 
legally receiving the children from 
parents or guardians, in order to legal- 
ly place them. They are received from 
infancy to the age of 12; and since the 
organization in this State, 
been eared for. 

On the local board there are sixty-four 
leading men and women of this city, 
who are constantly looking after and 
reporting destitute cases. There are one 


southern part of the State, and an as- 

sistant superintendent is stationed in 

the northern part. The society co- 

operates with any other society whose 

object is the bettering of the condition 

of neglected children. The home is 

not an orphanage, but a temporary 

shelter for the children until suitable 

homes can be found for them. 

The greatest care is taken in placing 
children; the prospective home is thor- 

oughly investigated, and if it is appar- 
ently. satisfactory, the child is placed 
in it on trial for from ninety days to 
six months. Then, if.the child is suited 
to the home and the home to the child, 

the new parents may retain it, either | 
by legal adoption, or by special con- 
tract adoption whereby the child re- 
ceives the same advantages as by the 
former plan, and at its majority re- 
ceives a stipulated sum. 

The society carefully looks. after the 
child even after it is adopted, until it 
reaches its majority. The children 

must be taught the habits of industry. 
and economy, and be given a liberal 

education. 

As a rule, it is not found to be diffi- 
cult to find excellent homes for the 
children, and during the past five weeks 
fifteen have been thus placed. Fifty- 
two have been: placed this last year. 

A week ago there were six in the home, | 
but three of these have already been 
taken, and two of the others will soon 
be in homes.
